In the Second Chapter of the Acts of the Apostles 
is recorded an event that is filled with significance to 
the Christian world. Today our Holy Mother the 
Church reads to her children these words concerning 
the coming of the Holy Ghost, for today the Churen 
celebrates her foundation. It is but fitting that 
Christ’s Church should commemorate her birthday 
with suitable solemnity for the beginning and the con- 
tinuance of her existence has been productive of the 
greatest blessings to mankind. If it is considered 
right and proper that man rejoice on the anniversary 
of his birthday, if it is considered a patriotic duty for 
the citizen to fittingly celebrate the anniversary of 
his Nation’s birth, truly then it is just and proper 
that the devout Catholic, the true follower of Christ, 
should rejoice on the Feast of Pentecost. 

Christ, in preparing the minds of His disciples 
for His Ascension into Heaven, told them “I will-not 
leave you orphans.” He promised to send upon them 
the Holy Ghost, the Comfo: Today the Church 
celebrates the fulfillment of that promise. 

In the Acts of the Apostles we find the Descent 
of the Holy Ghost thus described: “And suddenly 
there came a sound from Heaven, as of a mighty wind 
coming, and it ftlled the whole house where they were 
sitting. And there appeared to them parted tongues 
as it were of fire, and it sat upon every one of them; 
and they were all filled with the Holy Ghost, and they 
began to speak with divers tongues, according as the 
Holy Ghost gave them to speak.” 

We may observe, with profit to ourselves, the 
spirit of prayer and meditation manifested by the 
Apostles for “They were all together in one place” 
and we are told that they were persevering in prayer. 
These poor fishermen, who had deserted their Master 
in His hour of trial and who were afraid, had locked 
themselves in a room for fear of the Jews. When the 
grace of the Holy Ghost strengthened their souls they 
were no longer timid, shrinking men. but boldly went 
forth and pfeached the doctrine of Christ and Him 
Crucified.

There are critical minds in the world who scoff at 
things holy. Men without a solid educational founda- 
tion attempt either directly or indirectly to undermine 
all that is supernatural. They are but imitating the 
example of those who, observing the wonders 
wrought by the Apostles after the Holy Ghost de- 
scended upon them, mockingly exclaimed: “These 
men are full of new wine.” Though the evidence of a 
change wrought by a supernatural power was placed 
clearly before them, they. because their minds were 
earthly, placed a wrong interpretation upon the mani- 
festation of God’s power in the person of His Apostles 
and uncharitably attributed the gift of tongues to 
intemperance. We, who are taught by the Church of 
which the Apostles were the first heralds, should not 
allow present-day scoffers to deter us from the per- 
formance of our religious duties.
